Eecretary of State Byrnes at the 
samo time said ho Is more confident 
than ever before that "we can 
achieve a Just peace by cooperative 
efforf by persisting with firm- 
ness." 

Their Joint billing at tho final 
session of the council on world af- 
fairs hod dramatic contrasts. In the 
Republican-dominated senate, Van- 
denberg has gained new power In 
foreign affairs — the time ot his 
greatest hifluence probably Is Just 
ahead. Byrnes, having finished the 
first phau^of treaty-making, is re- 
tlrlng-b« win be succeeded by Oen, 
Oeorgo C. Marshall. 

Vandenbcrg, in his first speech as 
chairman of the senate' foreign rela- 
tions committee, serred notice that 
adherence to a bl-portisaa foreign 
policy does not preclude tho fulleat 
controversy over foreign affaln. 

He differed with Byrnes on at 
least one point by Insisting that a 
Pan-Amerkan conference on de- 
fense problems ,be called without 
delay. 

Bymt$' last icbeduled address as 
secretary of state a;^>eaJed for the 
United States to remain strong In 
mllltaiy arou and forcti until Its 
strengUi eon be reduced equally 
with that of ot^er powers.

Potato Growers 
association, said that under the loan 
program growers find It more prof- 
itable to accept government loons 
on their better grades of potatoes 
and dump their poorer onu on the 
market. 

This, they said, will result in con' 
tinued depressed prices and Increas- 
ingly lower consumption of poUtoes.
